CORNERING A WITNESS. 


The Interstate Comminasion Confuses Freight 
Agent Culp. 

Wasninoetoy, November 23,—The examina 
tion of J. M. Culp, general freight agent of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad, was con- 
tinued before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion this morning in connection with the Stan- 
dard Oil company cases. The witness hesita- 
ted a gréat deal ir giving his, testimony and 
showed inmany respects a lack of knowledge 
of ratesand other matters in his 
about which he was questioned. 

In explanation, or as he termed it, in justice 
to himself, he finally said the chief man in his 
office was in i]l health and that he (witness) 
had taken steps to have all matters respecting 
the arrangement and publication of rates made 


clear. He averred, with emphasis, that there 
was no purpose on the part of his compony to 
uestioned 


conceal eB The chairman 
witness for half an hour respecting the printed 
tariff sheet issued by witness, giving among 
other information, rates upon oil. 

Witness admitted that the actual oil rates 
were not those given on-the sheet, but were 
special rates issued from time to time and 
posted in the station houses. 

The purpose of the chairman ‘was to ascer- 
tain how a shipper could learn from the com- 
pany’s publications what were the actual rates 
upon oil. ’ 

Witness replied at great length, but failed 
to make the matter clear to any one. The 
chairman finally advised witness to take coun- 
sel with the attorney of his road as to whether 
he was complying with the fifth section of the 
interstate commerce law respecting the publi- 
cation of rates and the filing of copies with the 
commission. 

Witness promised, effusively, that the mat- 
ter should receive his earliest attention when 
he got home. .It was developed that witness’ 
road owned the forty-six cars upon which the 
Standard Oil company had placed tanks. These 
cars were not open for the use of any others 
than the Standard Gilcompany. It was further 
developed that since April fifth, witness had 
refused to give Mr. Rice (complainant) any 
rates upon oil from_Louisville to Nashville and 
Louisville to Montgomery, despite repeated 
applications by letter; but had invariabiy. re- 
ferred Mr. Rice to the agent of a connecting 
line at Cincinnati, and had at times accompa- 
nied this reference with some rather forcible 
expressions of opinion. 

‘ollowing this, witness said,in reply to an 
inquiry, that the rate had never been $1.30 per 
barrel upon oil from Cincinnati to Nashville. 
Thereupon counsel produced a letter from 
Brent Arnold, the Cincinnati agent, to whom 
witnesss referred Mr. Rice, which letter, dated 
May lith, quoted rates from Cincinnati to 
Louisville at $1.30, and another of similar pur- 
port, dated September Ist. Witness thought 
the firsta mistake, but on the production of 
the second,he assumed that the rate quoted was 
based upon the local rate of forty cents from 
Cincinnati to Louisville and ninety cents from 
Louisville to Nashville. The rates given the 
Standard Oil company were twenty-five cents 
a hundred pounds, a barrel being reckoned at 
314 peunds. iy 

The afternoon session of the commission was 
consumed in the examination of H. Collbran, 
general freight agent of the Cinéinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific railway, Most of the 
direct examination was embodied. in the qnery 
by Commissioner Walker, who, calling atten- 
tion to witness’ admission that the rates upon 
oil per hundred pounds were 56 cents in bar- 


rels and 25 cents when carried in tanks—reck- - 


oning 24,000 pounds to the tank car—asked if 
Witness wished to offer anything in explana- 


great disparity. Witness replied

The commissioner asked if the disparity 
would not be still greater when, as weagt: the 
tank car held more than 24,000 pounds, to 
which the witness replied in the affirmative. 
Witness averred thet tank and barrel rates 
were open alike to Mr. Rice, the Standard Oil 
company, and all other shippers. He, how- 
ever, admitted, as a matter of fact, that tank 
rates were only made between points where 
the Standard Oil company had their stationary 
tanks, because not called for elsewhere. On 
cross-examination by attorneys of the wit- 
ness’ road the fact was brought out that three 
tank cars of oil had been hauled by the com- 
pany for other shippers than the Standard Oil 
company, two of them being for Mr. Rice, the 
complainant. Furtherheariug is adjourned 
till Friday. 


THE EIGHT BOX SYSTEM. 


An Attempt to Repeal the South Carolina 
Taw Defeated. 

CotvmniA, 8. C., November we gyre 
Both branches of the general assembly have 
almeady settled down to the real work of the 
session. In the house today a perfect ava- 
lanche of new measures was introduced, 
among the more important of which were the 
following: 

By Mr. Dean—<A bill to reduce the home- 
stead exemption to $200 of real estate and $25 
of personal property. 

By Mr. Evans—A bill to abolish the office of 
county auditor, and devolve the duties on the 
county treasurer. 

By Mr. Burke—A bill to prevent the sale of 
any article of food upon any representation 
that something else is to be received as a gift 
therewith. 

A large number of bills on the calendar were 
disposed of. 

A. bill to requir? persons owning or keeping 
dogs topay an annual license for the same, 
gave rise to a spirited debate, and was finally 
killed by a vote of 68 to 36, much tothe cha- 
grin of persons engaged in the raising of sheep. 

A bill (introduced last session by Mr. Miller, 
colored republican member from Beaufort) to 
amend the present election law so as to 
abolish the eight-box system and have only two 
boxes, was slaughtered by an overwhelming 
majority. Mr. Miller, however, embraced the 
opportunity to make a strong political speech 
in favor of the bill. He declared that the 
present system was dishonest, that men were 
holding otfices to which they had never been 
elected, and that the republicans of the state 
had no showing at all and could not have their 
proper representation while the law was in 
orce, 

The session of the senate was brief and the 
proceeding were devoid of {general public in- 
terest. Both houes adjourned until Friday. 
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VIRGINIA’S RETURNS, 


Showing a Democraiic Majority on the Pop- 

ular Vote of 3,264. 

RicumMonp, Va., November 23.—Dr. J. D. 
Pendleton, clerk of the state senate, who has 
been figuring for seVeral hours’ today 
upon the official returns of the recent elec- 
tion for members of legislature as received by 
the secretary of the commonwealth, furnishes 
the following figures (leaving out the county 
of Nansemond, for which there are two re- 
turns): Total democratic vote 119,553; total 
republican vote 115,930; democratic majority 
in the state on popular vote 3,263. The first 
return from Nansemond gives a republican 
majority of 359, leaving a net democratic 
majority of 3,264. 

In the counties of Amelia, Greensville, Not- 
toway, Stafford and Sussex there were no dem- 
ocratic nominees for house celegates, and con- 
sequently no democratic vote was polled. 
These counties gave Governor Lee 5,352 voles, 
Clark county had no republican nominee for 
the house, but polled eighty-one votes for the 
republican senator. This indicates that had 
the five counties named polled their demo- 
cratic vote, the democratic majority in the 


state would have been about 6,000,

Another Chapter in a Famous Case. 

The decision of the supreme court of 
Mississippi admitting Eubanks to bail and 
holding Hamilton in jail until his trial, re- 
calls one of the most deplorable tragedies of 
the year. 

In the month cf May Roderick Dhu Gam- 
brell was editing a prohibition paper at 

ackson. During the wet and dry campaign 
Gambrell made a number of publications se- 
riously reflecting upon the character of Col- 
onel J. 8. Hamilton, a prominent politician 
on the anti side. 

et, cad after exchanging several shots 
Gambrell fell dead, while Hamilton es- 
caped with one or two painful wounds. The 
prohibitionists took the position that Ham- 
ilton and. Eubanks had waylaid the editor 
and assassinated him. Public meetings were 
held, and strong efforts were made to influ- 
ence public sentiment. The trial of the de- 
fendants was postponed until a more conve- 
nient season, and the court below refused to 
@llow them to be bailed. 

After a careful review of all the facts in 
the case, the supreme court has decided 
that Hamilton is not entitled to bail, but 
that Eubanks may be allowed that privi- 
lege. In delivering the decision the court 
stated thatit was not satisfied as to the 
mumber of persons who participated in the 
murder of Gambrell, but it was satisfied 
that Hamilton was the assailant. One of 
the judges dissented from this opinion and 
expressed a doubt of Haiilton’s guilt, 

Altogether, the action of the court was 
@bout as favorable to Hamilton as he had 
@ny right to expect. His alleged accoth- 
plice was allowed to give bail, and one 
member of the court placed himself on rec- 
ord as entertaining a reasonable doubt of 
the chief defendant’s guilt. This will have 
the effect of dividing public sentiment, and 
when the case comes before a jury it is to 
be hoped that an earnest effort will be made 
to get at the truth and carry out the ends of 


justice.

A telegram was printed in our news col- 
umns some time ago, in which the statement 
Was made that the Standard oil company 
proposed to raise the price of oil by plugging 
wells and closing out refineries, and that it 
had provided for the workingmen to be 
thrown out of employment by setting aside 
so many thousand barrels, which, at the ad- 
vanced price, would be sufficient, There 
were other details in the telegram to which 
it is needless to refer; but everything went 
to show that the great monopoly was pre- 
paring to swindle the public in a style befit- 
ting its exalted position. 

Heretofore the Standard company has 
bribed railroads, bought courts and subsi- 
dized legislatures in its programme of swin- 
dling the public, but it remains to be seen 
whether it can buy, subsidize or scare the 
inter-state commerce commission. 

Necessarily, the Standard oil company is 
a ‘‘trust,’’ and of this ‘‘trust’’ the New York 
World gives the following facts, which are 
worth considering: 

The trust commenced business in 1880 or 1881. 
It is, in fact, the custodian of the stock of corpora- 
tions, does not do business in its own name, and 
the stcex of each company in it is represented by 
Standard oil trnst certificates. John D. Rockefeller, 
the prs dent of the Standard oil trust, testified, Oc- 
tober 26, at Clevelapd, in the quo warranto cases, 
that there are 900000 shares of the trust now out- 
Standing. The par value'of each share is $100. The 
market value is about $170, ana they have sold as 
high as $225. A quarterly dividend is paid of 244 
percent. A scrip dividend was jssued some time 
ago of 20 per cent. It is stated on excellent au- 
thority that $19,000,000 was made last year, of which 
the balance, after paying the 10 per cent dividend, 
went into the surplus, which, according to the 
same authority, was $20,000,000 at one time this 
year. 

Isn’t the present a good opportunity for a 
commission, appointed by a democratic ad- 
ministration, to unmask and expose this 
great fraud?

A Possible President. 

The recent letter written by Prince Napo- 
leon intimating his willingness to accept the 
presidency of the French republic in the 
event of Grevy’s resignation will surprise 
nobody. 

Prince Napoleon is the son of Jerome, the 
great Napoleon’s youngest brother. He has 
been a conspicuous figure in French politics 
for two generations, but he has never’ suc-

Since the downfall of the empire the Bo- 
napartists have recognized Prince Napoleon 
as their head, but his unpopularity has kept 
him inthe background, and the cause of 
the Bourbons under the auspices of the 
count of Paris has been gradually gaining 


in strength. : 


It is possible, however, that the resigna- 
tion of President Grevy would precipitate 
something like a crisis in the affairs of the 
government,and in the emergency the magic 
name of Bonaparte would be a strong rally- 
ing cry. 

Prince Napoleon’s expressed preference 
for a republic means nothing. His cousin, 
the third Napoleon, was in favor of a re- 
public until hefsucceeded in firmly establish- 
ing himself. Then he made himself dictator, 
broke up the national parliament, and had 
the empire restored by a sham election, at 
which the bayonets of his soldiers overawed 
the people. : , 

It will be feared by all genuine republi- 
cans that Prince Napoleon proposes to play 
the sharp game of usurpation so successfully 
worked by his cousin. Whether this dread 
will keep the present head of the Bonapartes 
under the ban remains to be seen. ‘There 
isa tide inthe affairs of men, and some 
lucky wave may yet land Prince Napoleon 
upon the lofty summit of power which he 
has solong gazed at with covetous eyes. In 
France it is the unexpected that always hap- 
pens. It would be a remarkable freak of 
fortune that would place this man at the 
head of the republic, but stranger things 
have happened.

He replied that since prohibition had 
gone into effect the demand for pistols had about 
played out, The mat who does not drink whisky 
bas no use for a pistol, for he is uprepared to use it 
till he gets Lis brain crazed with whisky. Analyze 
your vote next Saturday, if it is to be 
cast for barrooms, see whatit means, The flying 
birds, the rolling streams, the falling avalanche, 
and the grass in the meadow are all contained in 
the sunbeam. The cha!in-gang, pistols, dynamite 
riots, fights, bloodshed and murder are all in the 
ballot Cast in favor of the barroom, How can a 
man, with a hedrt in him, with a God above him, 
with a judgment ahead of him, with 
&® mother who taught him to pray, and once 
played with the curls about his baby brow, cast such 
a ballot? How can a man with little boys and girls 
growing up around him castsucha ballot? How 
can a colored man in this county, with his own 
people appealing to him from their chains and their 
sufferings, cast such a tallot? In such a ballot 
there is nothing good. It is packed and crammed 
with evil. Every ballot cast for the restora- 
tion of the  barrooms ought 
black, which means death. The 
upon the ballot ought to be written in blood. 

It isnotonly the duty of every_body-politic to 
police for the prevention of offanses, but also to 
police for charity. Every government takes care of 
its paupers, and would be heartless and barbarous if 
it did not. But it is more of a government's 
duty to police for the prevention ot pauperism than it 
is its duty to take care ofthe paupers when they are 
made, What traffic in our country, what institution 
in our midst produces most of the poverty which 
saddens our hearts? The whisky traffic. This is 
universally conceded. Whydo some poor women 
have to trudge around through the mud and cold, 
thinly clad and deso'ate, with their children at 
home hungry and hopeless? It is because 
of the barrooms. Keep the barroom out and 
you keep most of the pauperism out. A‘ few days 
ago, at the First Methodist church, there Were pres- 
ent about twenty preaches, Methodist, Baptist and 
Presbyterian. Each preacher was asked how the 
numberof persons who asked for help of the 
churches this year compared with the number who 
asked for help in 1885, and the years prior to the 
prohibition law. It was generally conceded that 
there was not a tenth of the number of appeals for 
help under prohibition that there was under the 
bar room reign, Yet the churches and the ministets 
are severely criticised for taking part inthis cam- 
paign. What are churches and ministe® in the 
world for? To help the suffering and the poor, to 
build up men in morality and spirituality, to re- 
move as many of the evils which afflict society 
as possible. They see that bar rooms make 
paupers, disintegrate and undermine character,aug- 
ment Sabbath desecration, and stand in the way of 
virtue and morality. What are they to do? Go 
round and preach little essays on the events of the 
antediluvien world? No sir. If they have any 
eonscience and any manhood left they will attack 
the institutions and the evils which afflict thelrown 
day and their own people. Are we to stand and see 
the barrooms pouring out paupers- upon our home 
mission schools and our orphan asylumn without 
ever saying a word, or casting a yote against them? 
In one of the northern states they have a teat by 
which they determine whether a man carried to the 
asylum is actually insane ornot. They give hima 
bucket and put him to dipping water out ofa trough 
that pours into it through a faucet from 
a barrel above. If he continues to dip all day and 
does not turn off theffaucet, they take it that he is 
really insane and givé him a place in the asylum. 
If, on the other hand, he turns off the faucet and 
saves the labor of dipping out the water all day, 
they send him home. Apply this test to the church 
that stands and sees the paupers coming out of the 
barrooms down into its,mission school and orphans’ 
home all the year round without once attempting 
to turn off the faucet, and you will convict it of in- 
sanity. Itis better to be criticised and accused of 
being political in the effort to keep out the bar- 
room than to put on a white cravat and look sanc- 
tified and sweet™ and let the bar- 
rooms deluge us with paupers. In settling 
this prohibition question, we settle several other 
things. An important thing gained is the rightof a 
minister who has convictions to utter them, and to 
utter themlikeaman among men. Governments 
are divine institutions, When God made Adam, he 
formed the principles of government, and if the 
politicians have brought politics so low that a min- 
ister cannot even speak of the subject or on the sub- 
ject without staining his precious clerical robes, it is 
about time politics was taken out of the hands of 
those who have brought them so low and turned 
over to people who have couscience and taste 
enough to elevate them, The efforts made during 
this campaign to silence the preachers and 
drive them back to their pulpits, as they call 
it, is untair and wrong. It illustrates 
the desperate lengths to which the barroom party is 
willing to go tocarry their point. They would si- 
lence every preacher in this town; they would even 
hush the prayers of the poor, heart-broken women. 
The party that is under the necessity of silencing 
the preachers, and suppressing the voice of the 
churches, and hushing the prayers of the good wo- 
men in order to succeed, will evidently run rough 
shod over preachers and churches and women when 
it does succeed. Are we ready in this state to come 
under the dominance of such a party? It is without 
conscience, and regards as sentimental all appeals 
toit. Itis without sympathy forthe poorand the 
suffering, and regards as hypocrites all who pretend 
to participation in such sympathy. It 
is [Jremorseless and  conscienceless, and 
Godless. In iis meetings it utters no prayer, in its 
methods it regards neither right nor truth, It ac- 
knowledges that barroomsare bad, and puts no plea 
for their restoration but revival of trade. It ac- 
knowledges that barrooms are a blight and a curse 
to society, but itis willing to acceptthe blight and 
the curse for the peor pittance it hopes to gain in 
the way of money. It does appear that the fact of 
a decrease of pauperism to the extent of ninety per 
cent in thiscity under prohibition, would itself be 
an argument strong enough to rest the whole issue 
upon, If it could be proven beyond a doubt, that 
trade has been injured, but if morals have been 


improved, if pauperism has been decreased, still 
we ought to have prohibition. We were not 
made simply and solely for the  pur- 
pose of amassing money, God did 


not make us just to getall the meat and greens 
we could eat. We were created for virtue and 
morality and intelligence end religion. These are 
primary. Whatever stands in the way of them is 
wrong. The anti-prohibitionists appear to be entire

To see a poor, 
deluded, ignorant colored man going through the 
street with a bottle whirling on the end of a stick, 
crying for liberty, is the saddest sight I have wit- 
nessed during my whole lifetime. Yet, ttiese poor 
colored mefi are not to be blamed. Every 
one knows that many of them, if the bar- 
rooms are restored, will soon land in 
the chain gang.

I have not as yet uttered ohe word that I will be 
sorry for when this campaignis over.

The school is now quite flourishing, 
twenty-six little giris being in punctual attendance. 

During the stress,of last winter the city council 
voted the school $50 (fifty dollars) per mcuth, and 
the samej allowance has greatly aided {it this 
winter, for which help the esare sincerely 
thankful, 

Indeed, the ladies are convinced that they are 
doing an excellent and important work, Were they 
not impelled by the love of ‘‘Christ in their hearts’ 
it were even the wisest governmental policy to cul- 
tivate this important element of our population.

10. There was no error in refusing to give in 
charge the requests of the plaintiff set out in 
the cross-bill of exceptions. 

11. The question of what is ordinary care 
and what is negligence is one exclusively for 
the jury, and the court should not take this 
; emp from their consideration. This was 

one in the charges given and excepted to in 
the cross-bill of exceptions.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. Action at law against 

survivor and administrator. of deceased, lo- 

cated in county of survivor’s residence, on 
open account against partnership, is without 
jurisdiction as toadmmistrator of deceased 

artuer who resides in another county, unless 
insolvency of the partnership is averred so as 
to give remedy in equity. ‘ant of jurisdic- 
tion cannot be waived so as to affect third 

persons. , 

2. Return by the sheriff of another county 
that he knows of no property in his county on 
which to levy, is no evidence of insolvency, 
where it is not shown that the defendant ever 
resided or had property in that county. 

Facts.—Prior action of complaint against 
surviving copartner and administrator of de- 
ceased partner, in superior court of T. county, 
on open account against partnership, the sur- 
viving parncr residing in that county, and the 
adininistrator appointed there, but residing in 
M. county. Declaration contained no aver- 
ment of insolvency as to partnership, or as to 
survivor. So faras appears, no plea, answer 
or appearance by either defendant. Judgment 
jointly against both defendants, against the 
survivor de bonis propriis, and against the ad- 
ministrater de bonis testatoris. Execution 
against both accordingly. Return thereon of 
nulla bona by the sheritf of T. county as to the 
partnership and the administrator;. return, 
as to the survivor, by the sheriff 
of W. county, to the effect that 
the sheriff knows of no property of the sur- 
viyor on which to levy; but no evidence that 
survivor resides or ever resided in W. county, 
or ever had property there. ‘No return by the 
sheriff of M. county. After these proceedings, 
the present action was brought on the admin- 
istration bond, to recover the amount of the 
judgment from the administrator and his sure- 
ties. The court held the judgment, as evi- 
dence of assets, was conclusive against the 
administrator, and prima facie against the 
sureties. Verdict for the plaintiffs; motion by 
the defendants for a new trial, denied.

Millions of dollars 
deposited by that institution in some of our 
banks had been shut off. Corporation in flu- 
ences made acombination with the license 
glement—and it was a strong one—and nom- 
inated two license men on an independent 
ticket, one of their candidates being the at- 
orney of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific railroad. The result is the election by 
glose majorities of the railroad lawyer on the 
“jugwump ”’ ticket and one candidate on the 
erther ticket, and a colleague on each 
ticket was defeated.

You may rest assured that no backward ste 
will be taken, and further that the law will 
be strengthened, and the whisky power will be 
in a deeper “cave of gloom” than ever. The 
open saloon isa thing of the past in all but a 
yery few places in Iowa today and will never 
return. The people are tired of the system. I 

esume people will go on drinking and using 
r but the saloon as a place of resort and breed- 
er of crime has killed itself, and will not be 
resuscitated. 

Asto the workings of prohibition here. It 
has now been tried under the Clark law about 
gixieen months, and there is no open saloon in 
Des Moines. I do not say whisky is not sold 
clandestinely, and I do not look for that time 
to come, but I do believe that in nine-tenths 
of the state the law is now enforced as well as 
any law on the books. Any law must largely 
depend on local sentiment for its enforcement, 
and the sentiment for the enforcement of pro- 
hibition is constantly growing among all 
elass:s in Iowa. The very fact of such senti- 
ment is bringing a fine class of citizens to us, 
and they are p.o le who will add to our mate- 
rial prosperity. Upon the authority of our 
county auditor I can say that the tax levy for 
this year is lighter than for several years. At 
the opening of the last session of the district 
cour, only six prisoners were brought up to 
challenge the grand jury. A former judge who 
gat in the good old license days arose 
and said he had seen sixty brought before him 
in one term of court. Attention was called to 
the fact at our last state fair that 30,000 people 
were on the ground, and not a single person 
intoxicated. But we have undoubtedly lost a 
considerable number of people on account of 
the law. There is not a really good cocktail- 
maker in the city—if there is he is out of busi- 
ness. A great many saloonkeepers, bartend- 
ers, and their families have left the city. 
Just before the election held on the 11th inst., 
it was stated that three hundred would come 
back from Omaha to vote, but a very few 
came. Many declined transportation because 
it was rumored that some of those ‘despotic 
constables’ had official invitations in their 
pockets which might interfere with busifhess 
arrangements. 


Now about those constables. They are very 
disagrecable people to meet, in fact, I would 
never advise one to run for such an office. 


They have, apparently, noregard for any one’s 
feelings. and they have a way of insisting on 
things, and going on that is perfectly awful toa 
S6nsiiiveinan. They take people’sjproperty too, 
no matter how well you may hide it, and 
they have the audacity to do it in the name of 
the law. and it costs a good deal of money, 
to. Don’t you think all laws ought to be 
abolished, amd thus save expenses, and let 
every fellow leok after his own interests with 
& stuffed sled stake? It would be much 
cheaper. The license men delight to show 
how county expenses have increased. Any- 
ome here knows that under the license system 
we had, a!l or nearly all the prosecutions were 
under city ordinances, while now the state 
laws govern and the state prosecutes; hence, 
the expense is trausferred from the city to the 
county. By the same course of reasoning re- 
versed, we could prove it did not cost anything 
enforce prolibition, because the city does 
hot pay for it, but such a proposition would be 
Unlair. Lhere isa very good way of escape 
from the expense of prosecutions of this char- 
acter, which I beg to submit to Mr. Shaver

Read at the Ninth International 
Medical Congress. 
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BY DR. A. L.A. TOBOLD, DEMONSTRATOR 


Of Pharmacy atthe University of Pennsyl- 
vania, on Carlsbad Water and 
Sprudel Salt. 


The famous fountain of health ag Carlsbad, 

in Bohemia, which has been the refuge of invalids 
for five centuries, is certainly well worthy of a care- 
ful study.. Although the subject is so old that it may 
be doubted whether there be anything new to say 
about it, nevertheless my experience with this 
remedial agent has been such that I may truly say 
that no remedy which I have ever employd has 
given me so much much pleasure and profitas this 
particuiar one. Selecting a. number of chronic 
hypochondriacs whose afflictions had baffled all my 
previous efforts as my subjects, I was truly aston- 
ished to note that, although no rigid diet was pre- 
scribed, and only a limited amount of exercise was 
indulged in, I obtained most remarkable results— 
the complexion even after a week’s use began to 
clear up, the step became more firm and elastic, 
and, what was more, the entire host of hypochon- 
driacal complaints seemed to vanish like mist. 
These surprising results tade me pause, and I then 
set about investigating the subject more closely— 
arguing that it certainly could not be the water 
alone that produced these effects.

As to diet, experiments of Dr. E. Hlawacek and 
others, as well as my own, prove thatany diet other- 
wise not contra-indicated by the disease may be in 
dulged in during the continuance of the treatment, 

The effect of exercise, altLough not found essen- 
tial, is a factor which I think ought not to be lost 
sight of, especially where the d'seise is caused by 
sedentary habits. 

As to the difference between the crystalized and 
Sprudel Salz Powder, I would say that both are ob- 
tained by evaporating the Carlsbad mineral waters; 
but the powder is, while still moist, exposed to the 
earbonic acid so abundantly given off by thesprings

was dull and heavy today until atter noon, when it 


became active and strong. There was little of in- 
terest in the market during the forenoon, though 
Richmond and West Point remained the feature. 
It was heavy with the remainder of the list, how- 
ever, the coming holid.y creating an {ndisposition 
to trade which was taken advantage of by the bears 
and traders to hold the market down, and in which 
they had the aid of some realizing by smaller bulls. 
In the afternoon a report was circulated to the effect 
that the report of the investigating committee would 
be very favorable to Union Pacific, and that stock 
immediately became the leader, and before the close 
had advanced 3% per cent. Ccntral Pacific and 
Northern Pacific also felt the stimulus, though the 
latter was advanced also on a negotiation with 
European parties of eight million dollars of new 
third mortgage loan. Otherinfluences brought in 
were more buying inthe general list, and every- 
thing shared in the improvement. Among the low 
priced shares Alton and Terre Haute was the most 
conspicuous for its sharp advance. The opening 
was firm to strc ng at advances extending to 44 per 
cent, bit the adyantage was Mot maintained and 
New England and Kansas and Texas were specially 
weak, while the entire list was depressed below the 
first figures. Activity was small and the market 
remained in the neighborhood of the lowest prices 
until after noon, when Union Pacific suddenly be- 
came active and strong, and in-the next two hours 
the entire list moved up steadily, and the close was 
quiet, though strong, at the best pricesof the day. 
The net result of business is that most of the active 
list is higher, though advances are in a few cases 
for more than fractional amounts, but Union Pacific 
rose 3% percent, Central Pacific 2%4, Northern. Pa- 
cific prefeired 1% and Oregon Transcontinental 144.

THE CAPTURE OF BRIDE WOLBER 


Matters of News and Moment Collected 
Yesterday About the State, Custom 
and Court Houses. 


Governor Gordon took action yesterday in 
several important matters, a full account be- 
ing found below. The day was a busy one in 
the executive department, and the state house 
officers will enjoy the holiday today. All the 
departinents will be closed today by order of 
the governor’s proclamation, and there will be 
no session in any of the courts. At the post- 
office Sunday hours will be observed. 

The Governor and His Cabinet. 


ANOTHER PARDON WAS issued yesterday by 
the governor in the case of Uriah C. Fisher, 
convicted at the March term of 1885, of Greene 
superior court, of larceny. The petition for 
clemency has been on file jor a gt and was 
a very strong one, being signed by the judge, 
solicitor general, grand | jury, court officers and 
representatives of the county in the general 
assembly. It was also shown that Fisher was 
afflicted with a chronic disease that was in- 
curable, and spent most of his time in the 
hospital. The pardon directed that he be im- 
mediately discharged. 

A-REWARD o¥ $100 was by the govzrnor di- 
rected to be published and recordéd by the 
secretary of state forthe arrest and delivery 
to the sheriff of Thomas connty, C. G. Hicks, 
who on the 4th day of July, 1883, murdered T. 
F. Collins, in Thomas county. The grand 
jury of Thomas county, at the last term of 
the superior court, found true bills. against 
Hicks for the murder of Collins, and asked 
that the governor offer a reward for his arrest. 
It is not known where the murderer is, but it 
is believed that he will be found and bronght 
totrial. Itissaid that the evidence against 
him will result in his speedy conviction. 

THE FOLLOWING WARRANTS were issued 
yesterday by the executive department to ex- 
confederate soldiers who were disabled by 
wounds received during the late war: William 
Hill, Cherokee county, disabled arm; Lau- 
rence Sutz, disabled arm; B. J. MeNee, disa- 
bled left le — Fee EF Turner, disabled left 
arm, all of Fulton county; T. J. Cannon, dis- 
abled left arm; W. H. Hendrix, disabled right 
arm, both of Coweta county; KE, V. Burkett, 
disabled — leg; J. W. Woodal, disabled 
right arm, both of Upson county. Each of the 
above named veterans receive $25 each for 
their physical disabilities, and under the law 
will be entitled to draw this amount at stated 
intervals from the state.
